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letter  from  the 

DEAN 


With  this  letter  I  bid  you  adieu.  In  the  spring,  Columbia  Nursing  will  have  a  new  Dean. 

I  look  forward  to  introducing  you  to  that  lucky  person,  and  becoming  one  of  you  -  a 
loyal  and  active  alumna.  Of  course,  my  status  is  honorary  and  yours  is  real,  but  I  am 
one  of  you.  I  send  my  deepest  thanks  and  gratitude  to  each  of  you  who  has  joined 
me  on  this  extraordinary  journey. 

The  past  24  years  have  been  enormously  exciting  and  renewing  for  me.  The  School 
has  thrived  with  brilliant  and  talented  faculty,  who  have  led  the  profession  in  their 
accomplishments  and  attracted  the  finest  students.  John  Kennedy,  when  he  com¬ 
pleted  his  cabinet  as  President  35  years  ago,  noted  that  what  it  took  to  succeed  was 
to  surround  yourself  with  excellence,  and  he  was  right. 


The  University  is  in  the  midst  of  a  major  renewal.  The  Manhattanville  addition  will 
add  space  for  a  science  center  and  new  homes  for  the  Business  School,  the  School 
of  International  and  Public  Affairs  and  the  School  of  the  Arts,  and  will  help  sustain 
Columbia's  golden  eminence  in  academia.  The  distance  between  the  four  health 
science  center  schools  and  the  1 2  further  south  will  be  half  what  it  is  today  -  a  major 
step  toward  unifying  the  1 6  schools  in  the  University.  This  alone  will  increase  the  inde¬ 
pendent  value  and  distinction  of  each  health  sciences  school  and  lessen  the  isolation 
of  our  campus.  As  nursing,  public  health  and  dentistry  become  more  visible  in  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  nation's  healthcare  needs,  the  balance  with  medicine's  conventional 
standing  will  be  achieved.  And  the  narrowing  of  public  space  between  downtown 
and  uptown  will  be  measurably  helpful  in  this  evolution. 

The  only  limiting  factor  for  nursing's  equity  in  the  University  and  the  profession  are 
space  constraints,  which  can  be  easily  remedied.  Building  the  intellectual  infrastruc¬ 
ture,  and  attracting  students  who  define  the  future,  take  years  and  effort.  Additional 
space  is  achievable  quickly,  as  the  School  has  the  financial  resources;  it  is  simply  a 
question  of  University  priorities.  I  pledge  my  support  for  you  and  our  faculty  to  help 
our  new  Dean  achieve  this  last  measure  to  sustain  the  School's  future  and  all  that  has 
been  accomplished  since  Anna  Maxwell  opened  the  door  for  those  first  promising 
students  1 1 7  years  ago.

A'Pioneering  Dean  Steps  Down 


The  Dean's  office  occupies  a  small  corner  of  the  Georgian  Building's  ground  floor.  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING

Anna  Maxwell,  who  founded  the  School  in  1 892,  keeps  watch  over  the  moment.  Her 
unfinished,  and  once  discarded  portrait  hangs  on  the  conference  room  wall.  Lore  has 
it  that  Maxwell  soured  on  the  artist's  portrayal  of  her  double  chin  and  commissioned 
another,  more  flattering,  painting.  Along  the  floorboard  lies  another  artist's  work:  a 
set  of  architectural  renderings  depicting  the  School  of  Nursing's  new  home,  a  multi¬ 
story  structure  that  Mundinger  hopes  will  rise  above  the  footprint  of  the  Georgian 
Building,  where  the  school's  growing  faculty  and  600-plus  students  vie  for  each 
square  foot  of  available  space. 

"Right  now  space  is  our  only  constraint,"  Mundinger  said.  The  school's  enrollment 
and  faculty  stand  at  an  all  time  high.  "We  don't  have  any  space  but  the  environment 
is  such  that  we  can  still  recruit  the  best." 

Today,  to  believe  she  once  worried  that  accepting  her  appointment  as  dean  might 
derail  her  career  as  an  aspiring  health  policy  researcher  seems  quite  odd.  But  now, 
three  months  after  announcing  her  decision  to  step  down  as  the  school's  ninth  and 
second  longest  serving  dean,  she  can  wax  nostalgic  about  a  career  that  blazed  a  trail 
into  territory  where  once  nurses  had  not  trod.

Resuscitating  a  Dying  Patient 

What  happened  was  the  most  remarkable  reversal  of  fortune  for  a  school  that 
nearly  saw  itself  shuttered  24  years  ago.  In  1985,  Dean  Mundinger  had  returned  to 
Columbia  University  after  a  one-year  stint  as  a  Robert  Wood  Johnson  fellow,  serving 
with  the  Senate  committee  staff  overseeing  health  care  legislation  led  by  Senator

Ted  Kennedy.  She  was  settling  into  her 
role  as  the  College  of  Physician  and 
Surgeon's  new  assistant  dean  for  health 
policy  and  was  planning  to  tap  into  the 
many  contacts  she  had  forged  in  the 
nation's  capital. 

"In  the  fall  of  1985,  Columbia's  nursing 
school,  like  many  other  schools,  had 
fallen  on  hard  times.  Nursing  was  not  a 
preferred  career  for  women,  who  were 
going  into  law,  medicine,  and  journal¬ 
ism,"  Mundinger  said.  The  School's 
sagging  enrollment  could  no  longer 
support  the  faculty  and  the  Columbia 
Provost,  Robert  Goldberger,  was  intent 
on  sweeping  away  the  legacy  Maxwell 
and  her  successors  had  left  to  a  new  gen¬ 
eration  of  academic  nurses. 

The  urgency  of  the  moment  was  keenly 
felt  by  many,  including  the  legion  of 
Columbia  nursing  alumni.  "We  had 
already  seen  a  major  hospital-affiliated 
school  go  under  when  St.  Luke's  closed 
its  nursing  school  in  New  York  City,"  said 
Mary  Dickey  Lindsay  '45.  She  worried  that 
the  rich  tradition  of  Columbia  nursing, 
stretching  back  to  Anna  Maxwell's  pio¬ 
neering  days  in  the  last  century,  might 
come  to  an  end. 

Also  worried  were  William  Hubbard,  phy¬ 
sician  and  chairman  of  the  University's 
board  of  trustees,  and  Henrik  Bendixen, 
vice  president  for  the  Health  Sciences 
campus.  Both  had  won  a  reprieve  from  Dr. 
Goldberger.  They  had  two  years  to  turn 
the  School  around,  which  meant  placing 
it  on  sound  financial  footing.  "They  came 
to  me  and  wanted  me  to  resuscitate  the 
School,"  Mundinger  said. 

"I  really  didn't  want  to  do  it.  I  was  full  of 
myself  with  this  great  fellowship  I  had 
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just  completed.  I  thought  I  would  have 
a  great  opportunity  to  focus  on  national 
health  policy.  Saving  a  failing  school  of 
nursing?  I  thought  it  could  be  a  poten¬ 
tial  major  failure  for  me  at  the  beginning 
of  my  post-doctoral  career.  We  had  no 
endowment.  No  research.  Nobody  was 
in  practice.  We  had  no  tenured  faculty. 
We  had  none  of  the  anchors  that  an 
academic  school  of  nursing  needs  to 
survive,"  she  said. 

Hubbard  and  Bendixen  convinced 
Mundinger  to  accept  the  post  as  interim 
head  of  the  School,  with  only  a  two-year 
commitment  that  would  allow  her  to 
return  to  her  position  at  Physician  and 
Surgeons.  "If  I  didn't  accept,  they  were 
going  to  close  the  school.  I  didn't  want 
that  on  my  shoulders." 

Today,  Dean  Mundinger  presides  over  a 
school  that  sets  the  standard  for  contem¬ 
porary  academic  nursing:  the  nation's 
highest  per  capita  NIH  funding;  the  first 
and  longest  running  faculty  practice  that 
serves  as  a  model  for  advanced  nurse 


practitioners;  and  the  leader  in  educat¬ 
ing  doctorally  prepared  nurse  clinicians. 
Her  success  didn't  end  at  reviving  and 
growing  a  failing  school;  she  altered 
the  very  profession.  "Dr.  Mundinger  has 
come  up  with  ideas  that  nobody  else 
would  even  consider,"  said  Roxana  Sasse 
'92,  President  of  the  School's  Alumni 


Association.  "She  has  changed  the  face 
of  nursing  by  transforming  the  way  nurses 
care  for  patients." 

Changing  the  Face  of  Nursing 

By  1986,  the  School's  faculty  practice 
had  spread  throughout  what  was  then 
Presbyterian  Hospital.  "All  of  a  sudden, 
physicians  started  seeing  our  faculty  as 
more  than  just  teachers  in  the  nursing 
school,"  said  Mundinger. 

The  new  face  of  nursing  was  born  of 
necessity.  When  Dean  Mundinger  took 
the  reins  in  December  1985,  the  faculty 
count  stood  at  40,  with  enrollment  at  a 
low  of  1 20  students.  Mounting  the  rescue 
of  a  failing  nursing  school  would  entail 
staunching  the  loss  of  money.  To  main¬ 
tain  the  faculty,  Dean  Mundinger  would 
have  to  find  a  way  to  reduce  the  school- 
funded  portion  of  their  salary. 

"I  went  to  the  faculty  with  a  proposal: 
You  can  all  keep  your  jobs  but  you  are 
all  going  to  have  to  take  on  a  practice 
component  that  is  externally  funded," 


Mundinger  said  of  her  first  meeting  with 
the  faculty.  "I  told  them  it  wasn't  just 
financial,  but  it  was  time  that  nursing 
practice  be  viewed  at  a  medical  center  as 
an  important  component  of  the  provision 
of  care,  not  just  hospital  nursing  care  at 
an  employee  level,  but  faculty  who  are 
highly  educated  and  trained."

and  voted  that  day.  "They  were  incredu¬ 
lous,"  she  said  of  the  naysayers.  "They 
thought  Mary  wouldn't  last  a  year." 

A  Nurse  with  Conviction

mount  a  formal  search  nonetheless.  "I 
told  them  they  knew  what  I  can  do.  They 
had  watched  me  for  two  years.  I  said  the 
day  the  ad  goes  in  the  paper  is  the  day 
I  resign."  In  a  testament  to  Mundinger's 
achievements,  the  University  appointed 
her  dean  in  1988,  without  a  search  and 
granted  her  tenure  simultaneously. 

"She  is  strong;  she  is  assertive,"  says 
Nancy  Woods,  former  Dean  of  the 
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University  of  Washington  School  of 
Nursing,  who  has  worked  alongside 
Mundinger  and  followed  her  career  for 
years.  "It  is  not  unusual  for  colleagues  in 
academic  settings  to  have  convictions  in 
the  expression  of  their  ideas.  Mary  puts 
passion  into  her  convictions." 

Proof  ofthatconviction  can  be  traced  back 
to  1993.  Dr.  William  Speck,  President  of 
Columbia  Presbyterian  Hospital,  closed 
a  critical  deal  with  New  York  State.  In 
return  for  much  needed  capital  funding, 
the  hospital  would  expand  its  primary 
care  services  in  Washington  Heights, 
an  immigrant-heavy  neighborhood  with 
a  need  for  primary  care.  As  the  nursing 
faculty  had  already  established  a  profile 
in  the  hospital,  Speck  approached 
Mundinger  with  a  plan  to  incorporate 
nursing's  faculty  practices  into  a  network 
of  primary  care  units  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood's  underserved. 

Mundinger  seized  the  moment.  Speck's 
plan  offered  an  opportunity  to  measure 


the  quality  of  care  offered  by  physicians 
against  advanced  practice  nurses.  "I 
suggested  we  should  do  a  randomized 
trial  to  compare  nurses  and  physicians 
in  primary  care.  This  type  of  large-scale, 
gold-standard  study  had  never  been 
done,"  she  said,  modulating  her  voice 
to  compensate  for  the  ambulance  sirens 
wailing  in  the  background. 

Speck  jumped  on  board.  Along  with 
Mike  Weisfeldt,  Chair  of  the  Department 
of  Medicine,  and  Eric  Rose,  Chair  of  the 
Department  of  Surgery,  Speck  helped  the 
nursing  faculty  marshal  the  support  and 
training  from  key  Physician  and  Surgeon's 
faculty.  If  the  proposed  clinical  trial  was  to 
measure  outcomes  accurately,  then  nurse 
practitioners  -  eight  had  been  chosen  to 
participate  in  the  trial  -  needed  to  learn 
key  skills  such  as  emergency  room  eval¬ 
uations,  and  they  also  needed  hospital 
admitting  privileges,  which  only  physi¬ 
cians  had  been  granted  until  then. 

Mundinger  recalled  with  pride  how  the

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pioneering  faculty  members  in  that  study 
-  a  study  not  yet  duplicated  -  changed 
nursing.  "We  raised  about  $5  million 
from  the  state  and  the  Robert  Wood 
Johnson  and  W.K.  Kellogg  foundations 
to  fund  the  trial.  We  demonstrated  incon- 
trovertibly  that  nurse  practitioners,  when 
given  added  training,  are  comparable 
to  primary  care  physicians  in  outcomes, 
access,  diagnostic  certainty,  cost,  and 
patient  satisfaction  -  all  the  parameters 
you  look  at  in  primary  care." 

Taking  on  the  Establishment 

The  groundbreaking  results  heralding  the 
study's  finding  were  set  to  be  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical 
Association  (JAMA)  in  January  2000. 
Mundinger  and  her  faculty  sought  to 
follow  up  immediately  on  their  success. 
"Meanwhile,  before  it  got  published  but 
after  we  knew  the  outcomes,  we  real¬ 
ized  we  could  do  a  pretty  good  job  with 
uninsured  people.  Why  don't  we  open 
up  a  practice  for  commercially-insured 


patients?"  Weisfeldt  and  Mundinger 
approached  Oxford  Health  Plans,  the 
hospital's  largest  insurer,  and  secured 
their  agreement  to  directly  reimburse  the 
new  faculty  practice.  "It  was  the  first  time 
a  commercial  insurer  had  ever  done  that 
en  masse  for  a  nursing  practice." 

"We  opened  our  practice  with  Oxford  as 
our  insurer  at  Columbia  East  Side,  and 
all  hell  broke  loose.  Organized  medicine 
did  everything  they  could  do  to  shut  us 
down,"  Mundinger  recalled.  "It  was  one 
thing  for  conservative  medicine  to  think 
it  was  okay  for  nurse  practitioners  to 
take  care  of  poor  people.  But  when  NPs 
became  direct  competition,  well,  that 
was  another  story." 

The  reaction  from  the  medical  establish¬ 
ment  was  swift  and  strong.  In  1997,  Dr. 
Charles  Aswad,  executive  vice  president 
of  the  New  York  Medical  Society,  told  The 
New  York  Times,  "We  think  the  public 
has  to  be  protected  from  the  represen-

tation  that  a  nurse  clinician  is  equivalent 
in  training  to  a  physician."  Dr.  Hal  Sox, 
chair  of  the  department  of  medicine  at 
Dartmouth-Hitchcock  Medical  Center, 
wrote  the  lead  commentary  in  the  same 
issue  of  JAMA  that  the  study  appeared, 
cautioning  readers  that  Mundinger's  find¬ 
ings  weren't  likely  to  apply  to  other  study 
sites  and  other  populations  of  patients. 
Nearly  ten  years  after  the  study's  publica¬ 
tion,  Dr.  Sox  remains  wary.  "I  still  would 
like  to  see  more  studies,"  he  said. 

Columbia  Advanced  Practice  Nurses 
Associates  (CAPNA),  now  in  its  twelfth 
year,  accepts  all  major  insurance  com¬ 
panies,  is  fully  self-supporting  and 
generates  revenue  for  the  school.

highest  practice  competency  are  at  the 
same  level  as  other  health  professionals 
holding  doctorates  (such  as  MD,  DDS  or 
PharmD)."  Fresh  off  their  success  with 
CAPNA,  Mundinger  and  the  School's 
faculty  were  on  to  their  next  innovation. 

"Whatthe  faculty  learned  in  orderto  carry 
out  in  the  clinical  trial  -  to  be  equivalently 
ready  to  practice  the  full  scope  of  clinical 
care  -  is  what  the  clinical  doctorate  has 
now  formalized,"  Mundinger  said.  Now, 
more  than  200  nursing  schools  offer  the 
clinical  doctoral  degree.  The  American 
Association  of  Colleges  of  Nursing  rec¬ 
ommends  that  by  201 5  all  nurses  seeking 
to  be  credentialed  as  nurse  practitioners 
attain  the  DNP  degree.  "There  has  been 
a  revolution,  and  the  seeds  of  that  revo¬ 
lution  were  sown  by  those  eight  pioneers 
in  1993  who  agreed  to  be  measured 
against  physicians  and  to  learn  the  extra 
skills  that  it  took  to  provide  full  scope 
primary  care." 


n  the  same  year  the  nurse  practitioner¬ 
primary  care  physician  study 
appeared  in  JAMA,  Mundinger, 
Cook  and  several  colleagues 
published  a  prescient  article 
in  the  Journal  of  Professional 
Nursing.  In  it,  they  called  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Doctor  of 
Nursing  Practice  (DNP)  degree 
that  "would  signal  to  the  public 
that  nurses  at  their 


Observing  Mundinger  walk  through  the 
compact  suite  that  is  her  home,  one 
might  give  pause  to  wonder  how  change 
of  such  magnitude  could  come  to 
nursing  from  so  small  an  office.  "For  the 
24  years  that  I  have  worked  with  her  we 
have  never  sat  still,"  Cook  said.  "She  has 
kept  people  moving  forward.  She  recog¬ 
nized  the  direction  in  which  health  care 
was  moving  and,  in  turn,  recognized  the 
contribution  that  nursing  can  make."

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That  contribution  also  included  boosting 
the  School's  research  capacity.  "When 
I  arrived  in  1998  we  only  had  one  NIH- 
funded  study,"  said  Elaine  Larson,  RN, 
PhD,  the  School's  Associate  Dean  for 
Research.  "Improving  the  education  and 
the  focus  on  clinical  practice  had  to  come 
first.  But  within  the  last  15  years,  Mary 
had  devoted  much  attention  to  building 
a  world-class  academic  research  enter¬ 
prise."  Today,  the  school  boasts  a  new 
PhD  program  that  awards  degrees  within 
the  University's  Graduate  School  of  the 
Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Today 

But  with  the  growth  in  enrollment, 
expanding  research  efforts  and  the 
need  to  expand  onsite  clinical  practice, 
Mundinger  must  grapple  with  the  near 
absence  of  room  to  accommodate  the 
school's  successes,  which  has  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  cripple  further  progress.  "We  run  a 
tight  ship  here,"  Mundinger  said.  "We've 
raised  enough  money  to  cover  half  the 
cost  of  a  new  building,  but  I  can't  move 
forward  in  this  environment."  She  will 
need  the  university's  trustees'  approval 
for  debt  to  cover  the  remainder  of  the 
cost,  a  prospect  much  dimmed  by  the 
collapse  in  financial  markets  in  2008. 


"Amid  all  of  our  success,  the  building 
is  the  most  painful  part,"  she  said.  "All 
four  schools,  P&S,  Dental,  Public  Health, 
and  Nursing,  are  positioned  so  that  their 
shadows  overlap  each  other.  We're  all  in 
the  heart  of  the  medical  center.  The  idea 
that  nursing  needs  more  space  is  one 
that  nobody  disagrees  with." 

With  the  search  for  her  successor  under¬ 
way,  Mundinger  seems  likely  to  hand 
the  keys  to  a  new  dean  without  having 
achieved  her  goal  of  leaving  a  building 
forthe  next  generation  of  nurse  clinicians 
and  researchers.  But  even  without  this 
particular  legacy,  Columbia  University 
School  of  Nursing  has  never  been  stron¬ 
ger,  both  academically  and  financially 
-  all  because  a  reluctant  Mary  O'Neil 
Mundinger  took  up  a  challenge  24  years 
ago.  Columbia  chose  well.

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Roughing  It: 

Columbia  Nurse  Anesthetists 
Take  Their  Training  to  Rural  Ecuador 


Malfunctioning  monitors,  no  electronic 
identification  system,  an  improvised 
scavenger  exhaust  system:  this  scenario 
may  not  seem  the  best  environment 
within  which  to  provide  anesthesia. 

Yet  for  Carllyne  Moran  and  Sooyeng 
Moore,  two  Columbia  nurse  anesthe¬ 
sia  students,  the  challenging  conditions 
proved  not  only  an  opportunity  to  hone 
their  skills  in  a  unique  setting,  but  an 
occasion  to  bring  sorely  needed  care  to 
patients  far  from  Washington  Heights. 

This  May,  when  many  of  their  classmates 
were  headed  to  the  beaches  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  long  Memorial  Day  weekend, 


these  two  students  boarded  a  flight  to 
Guayaquil,  Ecuador.  There  was  then 
90  minute  drive  to  Babahoyo,  a  city  of 
250,000  people  who  are  mostly  poor 
and  lacking  health  care.  Accompanied  by 
Laura  Ardizzone,  CRNA,  MS,  Director  of 
Clinical  Education  of  the  School's  Nurse 
Anesthesia  Program,  they  were  part  of 
30  member  medical  mission  organized 
by  Blanca's  House,  a  Long  Island-based 
nonprofit  organization. 

"I  thought  joining  the  medical  mission 
would  be  great  for  Columbia  and, 
more  importantly,  an  educational  and 
eye-opening  experience  for  the  stu¬ 
dents,"  Ardizzone  said.  After  arranging 


for  medivac  insurance,  malaria  and 
typhoid  vaccinations,  the  three  set  off 
for  Ecuador. 

One  of  Babahoyo's  private  clinics, 
housed  in  a  seven-story  building,  played 
host  to  the  mission.  Even  though  the 
clinic  was  privately  operated,  it  lacked 
most  of  the  equipment  Columbia's 
nurse  anesthetists  had  learned  with. 
"We  packed  all  of  the  equipment  we 
would  need  to  run  an  OR,"  Ardizzone 
said.  "You  can  imagine  how  baffled  the 
Ecuadorian  customs  agents  were  when 
we  showed  up  with  suitcases  and  bins 
full  of  monitors,  scalpels  and  masks."

The  team  was  in  Babahoyo  for  only 
three  days  and  their  arrival  had  been 
announced  to  those  needing  care.  "The 
town's  residents  were  lined  up  around 
the  block  and  they  started  clapping  as 
we  entered  building.  It  was  a  life-chang¬ 
ing  experience,"  she  said.  The  crush  of 
patients  meant  12-hour  days  with  little 
time  to  rest  between  patients. 

"We  learned  to  do  things  differently," 
Ardizzone  said.  "One  day  our  anesthesia 
machine  went  down.  So  instead  of  giving 
general  anesthesia  to  patients,  we  gave 
them  a  spinal  so  that  we  could  continue 
to  move  patients  through.  That's  the  sort 
experience  the  students  aren't  going  to 


get  anywhere  else." 

During  their  stay,  Ardizzone  estimates 
the  anesthesia  team  assisted  in  nearly 
200  procedures,  including  hernia  repairs, 
endoscopies,  laparoscopies  and  chole¬ 
cystectomies. 

Working  conditions  could  be  primitive. 
Lacking  electronic  identification  systems, 
team  members  wrote  the  patients'  med¬ 
ications  and  allergies  on  their  gowns. 
Several  of  the  monitors  were  damaged  in 
transit.  "We  had  to  be  creative  and  rely  on 
our  basic  assessment  skills,  using  our  eyes 
and  our  stethoscopes.  We  became  the 
number  one  monitor,"  Ardizzone  said. 


On  their  last  day  in  Babahoyo,  the 
Columbia  team  visited  a  local  school  to 
hand  out  gifts  to  the  schoolchildren. 

Back  at  the  Columbia  School  of  Nursing, 
the  two  students  and  Ardizzone  delivered 
a  presentation  for  the  other  anesthesia 
students,  including  a  slideshow  of  the 
improvisations  they  had  engineered.  A 
second  trip  is  planned  for  next  spring. 

"If  you  think  you  have  to  wait  until  a  year 
or  two  of  training  before  you  can  do  this, 
well,  you  don't,"  Carllyne  said.  "You  will 
definitely  be  challenged,  but  it's  very 
rewarding." 
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Delivering  Lessons  Learned: 

Renowned  Author  &  Teacher 
Inspires  Midwifery  Students 

A  new  class  of  aspiring  nurse  midwifery  education  programs.  The  answer  is  and  1950s  in  order  to  garner  auton- 


students  enjoyed  a  rare  opportunity 
to  listen  and  learn  from  one  of  the  pio¬ 
neers  of  their  profession.  Helen  Varney 
Burst,  MSN,  CNM,  DHL  (Hon.),  FACNM, 
a  longtime  professor  of  nursing  at  Yale 
University  and  legendary  leader  within 
nurse  midwifery,  spoke  to  the  gathering 
in  March. 

Varney  Burst's  name  is  synonymous 
with  midwifery.  She  wrote  the  first  text¬ 
book  for  nurse-midwives  in  the  United 
States,  "Varney's  Midwifery,"  now  in  its 
fourth  edition.  She  has  served  two  terms 
as  president  of  the  American  College  of 
Nurse  Midwives. 

"It's  an  overwhelming  honor  to  have 
her  visit  and  speak  to  our  midwifery  stu¬ 
dents,"  said  Laura  Zeidenstein,  DNP, 
assistant  professor  of  clinical  nursing  and 
midwifery  program  director,  who  studied 
under  Varney  Burst  when  she  was  at 
Yale. 

Varney  Burst  both  informed  and  regaled 
the  students  with  an  hour-long  discur¬ 
sive  history  of  midwifery  that  sought  to 
answer  the  question,  "Are  we  ready  for 
more  autonomy?"  She  told  the  students, 
"I  invite  you  to  take  a  journey  with  me 
back  in  time  57  years  ago.  There  were 
only  four  midwifery  education  programs 
in  the  country.  We  had  no  national  orga¬ 
nization,  no  journal  and  no  national 


dependent  upon  knowing  our  history 
and  how  it  influences  us  now  and  in  the 
future." 

"The  first  words  spoken  by  a  midwife  in 
recorded  history  were  'fear  not,'  found  in 
Genesis  35:17,"  she  said.  "Elsewhere  in 
the  Bible,  when  the  angels  come  to  visit

a  human  being,  they  always  start  with 
the  words  'fear  not.'  So,  I  think  we're  in 
good  company." 

She  recounted  the  many  obstacles  nurse 
midwives  faced  throughout  the  1940s 


omy  for  their  field  of  practice,  including 
factions  in  nursing  that  wanted  to  mar¬ 
ginalize  them.  Interspersed  throughout 
her  talk,  she  showered  the  students  with 
wit  and  insights  that  left  them  charmed 
and  inspired. 

Much  has  changed  in  delivery  options 
available  to  women.  Varney  Burst,  to 
the  great  surprise  of  many  students, 
recounted  that  women  in  labor  were 
routinely  subjected  to  perineal  shaving, 
enemas,  and  withholding  of  all  fluids, 
none  of  which  had  any  basis  in  science, 
and  certainly  not  with  the  patient's 
comfort  in  mind.  "All  wrapped,  the  baby 
was  held  up  for  the  mother  to  see  on  the 
way  out  the  door  of  the  nursery,"  she 
said.  "How  far  we  have  come." 

One  student  asked  Varney  Burst  how  she, 
the  author  of  THE  textbook  and  a  nurse 
so  steeped  in  the  history  of  midwifery, 
could  maintain  such  a  sense  of  humility. 
Touched  by  her  question,  the  seasoned 
professor  grasped  for  words. 

"If  you  read  the  very  first  edition,  you 
will  find  out  why  I  wrote  the  book.  It  was 
for  you.  I  was  trying  to  teach  students 
what  midwifery  was,"  she  said.  "There  is 
nothing  better  than  doing  something  for 
students."

This 
project  will  test  the  impact  of  an  auto¬ 
mated  surveillance  system  on  the 
monitoring  of,  and  compliance  with,  iso¬ 
lation  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  a  major  healthcare-associated  patho¬ 
gen,  methicillin-resistant  staphylococcus 
aureus.  Out  of  twenty-five  applications, 
Dr.  Larson's  was  the  only  one  funded. 
Dr.  Larson's  sustained  leadership  in  the 
School  of  Nursing's  research  endeavors 
is  increasingly  important  as  a  new  and 
tightened  funding  economy  develops.

In  February,  President  Barack  Obama  signed 
a  $787  billion  economic  stimulus  package, 
the  capstone  of  an  effort  to  prop  up  the  tee¬ 
tering  economy.  In  July,  a  small  portion  of 
that  massive  package  of  public  investment 
found  its  way  to  the  struggling  neighbor¬ 
hood  surrounding  the  School  of  Nursing. 

That  modest  infusion  of  cash  was  the 
brainchild  of  Suzanne  Bakken,  RN,  DNSc, 
Alumni  Professor  of  Nursing,  who  holds 
a  joint  appointment  in  the  Department  of 
Biomedical  Informatics.  Bakken  directs  the 
School's  Center  for  Evidence-based  Practice 
in  the  Underserved,  an  exploratory  research 
center  funded  by  the  National  Institute  for 
Nursing  Research. 

Responding  to  the  call  to  tap  into  the  new 
stream  of  funding,  Bakken  submitted  a 
proposal.  She  thought  her  existing  center 
would  prove  an  excellent  vehicle  to  funnel 
stimulus  funds  to  Washington  Heights  resi¬ 
dents,  while  advancing  the  center's  agenda 
of  disseminating  research  findings.  At  the 
same  time,  her  proposal  would  meet  one 
of  the  package's  goals:  enhancing  science 
education  among  youth. 

"We  recruited  Latino  high  school  students 
for  the  summer  to  develop  video  vignettes 
that  will  help  the  researchers  at  Columbia 
understand  Dominican  culture,"  Bakken 
said.  She  noted  the  students  will  interact 
with  Columbia  faculty  and  also  get  paid  for 
their  work. 


"The  kids  are  designing,  shooting  and 
editing  the  film.  This  is  important  because 
an  essential  part  of  disseminating  research 
requires  understanding  the  community  one 
studies  and  serves." 

The  nine  students  attend  Gregorio  Luperon 
High  School,  a  mathematics  and  science 
high  school  for  Latino  immigrants.  Included 
in  the  grant  is  funding  for  Dr.  Nidia  Holguin, 
the  high  school's  science  educator,  who  men¬ 
tored  the  students  through  the  summer. 

Obesity  and  diabetes  top  the  list  of  health 
conditions  researchers  studying  Latinos 
grapple  with,  especially  in  Washington 
Heights.  Both  are  a  function  of  low  rates  of 
physical  activity.  "Across  racial  and  ethnic 
groups,  it's  the  Latina  females  that  have  very 
low  rates  of  physical  activity,"  she  said. 

Bakken's  summer-long  project  tackled  this 
problem  by  using  Facebook™,  the  fast¬ 


growing  social  networking  tool.  "We  are 
creating  a  section  on  the  Facebook™  plat¬ 
form  to  study  physical  activity  with  the 
students  as  members  of  the  participatory 
design  team  that  is  building  an  informatics- 
based  application.  The  students  will  work 
with  informatics  faculty  and  students,  a  child 
psychologist  and  a  videographer  to  create 
this  application." 

Bakken  was  particularly  keen  to  note 
that  apart  from  students  earning  money 
throughout  the  summer,  they  are  learning 
skills,  forging  relationships  with  Columbia 
faculty,  and  learning  how  to  network. 

"These  are  all  key  skills  that  will  help  them 
navigate  through  college,"  Bakken  said. 
"That's  very  important  for  a  group  of 
kids  who,  though  very  gifted,  often  have 
trouble  making  it  through  to  their  college 
graduation."

Mary  Simmons'  mother,  Ruth  Hall 
Bleecker,  was  -  please  believe  me  -  an 
original  piece  of  work.  Not  entranced, 
apparently,  by  her  daughter's  commit¬ 
ment  to  care  for  others,  she  did  feel 
obliged  to  support  this  school  and  its 
mission. 

A  committee  was  created  under  her 
leadership  -  Mary  Dickey  Lindsay  '45 
was  on  it  as  was  my  wife's  best  friend 
Elizabeth  Richard  Sinks  '60  -  and  the 
result  produced  a  series  of  bridge 
parties.  In  1959,  $4,600  was  raised 
for  scholarships,  producing  tuition  aid 
for  20  students.  This  was  followed  by 
$5,000  in  1960  and  $6,000  in  1961. 

Times  have  changed,  to  be  sure,  but 
this  nursing  school  has  only  grown  in 
importance  under  Mary  Mundinger's 
inspired  leadership.  The  Nurse 
Practitioner  program  has  changed, 
for  years  to  come,  the  manner  by 
which  medical  care  will  be  provided  in 
America.  Together  with  the  other  disci¬ 
plines  which  remain  part  of  the  school 
curriculum,  Mrs.  Bleecker's  image  of 
need  has  only  multiplied. 

I  am,  in  my  wife's  name,  so  proud  to 
be  part  of  that  effort  and  urge  you  all 
to  continue  to  render  help.  How  infre¬ 
quently  do  you  get  the  chance  literally 
to  admire  the  results  of  your  charity 
when  they  annually  stand  before  you?
